Iraq Swings to Freedom 


Could it be that the flagrant excesses of 
the Kremlin have finally turned the tide of 
the cold war in favor of the West and 
freedom? Dozens of countries have lost 
their identities within the red empire since 
World War ll, no satellite except Yugosla­ 
via has broken free of the Russian bear's 
terrible claws. And Yugoslavia's Tito is 
hardly the Western idea of an exemplary 
protector of individual liberty. 
One of the m ore recent semi-converted 
satellite states now shows signs of disgust 
with international com m unism 's form of 
government and is undergoing a power 
struggle which is swaying more and more 
toward the side of freedom. 
A little more than two years ago Iraq 
formed closer ties with both Moscow and 
President Nasser of Egypt in a revolution 
which reached its climax in the assassin­ 
ation of King Faisal II. a staunch Western 
ally, and the elevation to the premiership 
of Gen. Abdel Karim Kassim. 
Within one year, the new Iraq govern­ 
m ent's courting of Soviet ties had paid off 
with an infiltration of communists into the 
country to the extent that m a n y important 
government posts had been captured and 
Iraqi anti-communists were publicly drag­ 
ged through the streets and tried for 
“ crimes against the state" and in many 
instances buried alive. 
Many Iraqi 
soon saw this was not the 
ideology of free men and they soon began 
revolting—not against Prem ier Kassim, 
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but against the invaders who had turned 
their country into a restless example of 
communist partnership. 
Prem ier Kassim still courts Soviet fa\- 
ors and receives Kremlin “ aid,” but the 
populace has forced him to back off from 
his danger him to back off from his dan­ 
gerously naive welcome of Soviet friend­ 
ship overtures. Since the solidifying of 
public opinion against communism, every 
district governor in the country has join­ 
ed the anti-communist ranks, along with 
the minister of the interior and the police. 
Moslem religious leaders are denouncing 
communism openly and warning their pee 
pie against association with the infidels. 
Not all is rosy in Iraq, but the people of 
this small land have shown the world 
what they can do in a rising wave of i n ­ 
dividual protests and actions to k e e p their 
land free, even if it means defying then 
leaders. 
Prem ier Kassim has cooled to the l e f t ­ 
ist influences which almost had him in 
their grasp. He has been given another 
chance to serve his people by leading them 
in the d i r e c t i o n t h e y want to go.
